GRANTS TO PooR MINISTERS.—Sums ranging usually from {10 to £ 
not in aid of inadequate salaries, but to meet special emergencies or to he!

Retir 
ministers are not eligible. 


GRANTS TO WiDoOwsS OF MINISTERS.—These are made for the sa 
purposes as those to ministers, but are not restricted to members of Bapti 
or Congregational Churches.

Notes and News. 


TRUSTEES.—Professor Foster Watson, Litt.D., a Trustee since 1920, 
ied in February of this year. Dr. Watson rendered valuable service to the 
rust, especially on its educational side, and was one of the Trustees’ 
overnors of Dr. Williams’ School at Dolgelley. 


__-A B1I-CEnTENARY.—This year we celebrate the bi-centenary of the 
pening of the Library to the public. The Founder died in 1716, but owing 
o delays in the Court of Chancery, it was not until 1729 that the Library 
ctually opened its doors. The Founder’s instructions as to the building will 
e of interest to our readers. ‘‘As to my library .. . I.ordain my executors, 
ith the advice of my trustees, to purchase some or other freehold edifice, 
1 some cheap and convenient place, without or within the walls of the city 
fLondon. . . . But if no fit edifice can be procured, then a small piece of 
round shall be bought, and a building erected for this purpose, not pom- 
ous or too large.’ Inthe light of present day standards we do not suppose 
nyone would consider the old Red Cross Street building either pompous or 
oo large. But the standards of the time were different. Maitland, in his 
listovy of London (1739) describes it as “‘a magnificent building’ and the 
pinion was evidently shared by the Court of Chancery. The cost 
xceeded the estimate which had been approved by the Court. An 
pplication for a supplemental sum was refused, and it was left to the 
realthier trustees to pay for the completion of the building out of their 
wn pockets !

TRusTEES.—The Rev. James Harwood, B.A., a Trustee since 1893, died 
mn October last. Mr. Harwood served the Trust in all its activities with 
ponspicuous devotion, and his wise counsel and genial presence will be 
sreatly missed by his colleagues.

THE Bi-CENTENARY.—In the June Bulletin we referred to the fact 
shat this year is the bi-centenary year of the opening of the Library to the 
oublic, and we signalised the occasion by reproducing an old engraving of 
che exterior of the original building in Red Cross Street, Cripplegate. We 
10w follow this up with a picture of the original interior. A pleasant feeling 
of continuity, typical of the quiet but steady growth and development of all 
she activities of the Trust, is shown by the way the present Reading Room 
maintains the same quiet and old-world atmosphere as the old one. The 
dortrait of the Founder still hangs in the centre at one end, between his wife, 
Mistress Jane Williams, and her first husband, Mr. Francis Barkstead. The 
ld book-stands which are seen at the far end of the room were in use till a 
‘ew years ago, and the pair of steps in the foreground is still used in the 
Bible Commentary Bay. One wonders whether it was these steps that formed 
he subject of the following stately entries in the General Minutes of the 
Crust. é 

“Sep. 30, 1761. Ordered: That it might be refer’d to Mr. Mount, Dr. 
Chandler, Mr. Dunn, Mr. Pope, and Mr. Pickard or any three of them to purchase 
a ladder for the use of the Library.” 


And again, three months later :— 
“Dec. 30, 1761. Mr. Pope reported from the Committee to whom it had 
been referred to purchase a ladder for the use of the Library, that the ladder 
- had not yet been purchased, but that the Committee proposed to purchase one 
before the next Quarterly Meeting.” 7 


Those were quiet, leisurely days, when Rule VI (numerus infaustus among 
he rules of to-day) read : “ That the library be never shown by candle- 
ight,” and the Trustees, careful over small matters, to the Founder’s instruc- 
ions, “ at due times a fire to preserve the said books ”’ added a solemn rider 
that the three fire-places in the Library be used successively.”
